It  is  very  true  the  soil  and  climatic  conditions  in  the  North- 
west Arkansas  district,  in  which  our  nursery  is  located,  are  favor- 
able to  growing  stock  that  is  hardy  and  vigorous,  with  well  de- 
veloped root  systems — trees  that  will  thrive  in  any  section. 

In  this  Ozark  region  we  have  a long  growing  season,  en- 
abling us  to  grow  larger  and  heavier  trees.  The  autumn  is 
“open”  but  frosty,  which  ripens  the  trees  up  gradually,  hardening 
the  wood  and  maturing  them  naturally,  so  that  when  winter 
comes  they  are  in  perfect  condition  and  full  of  vigor.  They  are 
the  hardiest  fruit  trees  grown,  and  because  of  their  vigor  are  the 
nest  trees  for  you  to  plant. 

It  is  needless  to  mention  that  Northwest  Arkansas  produces 
the  very  finest  fruits,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  best 
nursery  stock  can  be  grown  in  this  section  where  fine  fruit  is 
produced. 

Bulletin  275,  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agri.,  says  this: 

“That  the  principal  soil  types  in  the  Ozark  region  which  have  been 
commonly  devoted  to  apple  and  peach  orchards  are  well  adapted  to 
the  growing  of  trees  is  very  apparent.  One  of  the  most  striking  porno- 
logical  features  of  the  region  is  the  large  size  of  the  trees,  for  their 
age,  in  the  young  orchard,  at  least  until  they  are  10  to  15  years  old,  in 
comparison  with  trees  of  the  same  age  in  many  other  fruit-growing 
regions  in  the  Eastern  States.  This  unusual  tree  growth  cannot  be 
attributed  to  an  unusual  fertility  of  the  soil,  as  the  general  farm  crops 
grown  in  the  region  do  not  indicate  that  it  is  more  fertile  than  good 
farming  land  in  other  regions.  It  is  probable  that  the  character  of  the 
subsoil  contributes  very  largely  to  the  growth  of  the  trees.  As  a rule, 
in  most  of  the  types  the  subsoil  is  relatively  loose  and  porous  and 
generally  it  has  considerable.  These  conditions  are  favorable  to  the 
development  of  good  root  system.”
